Introduction 

Welcome to Dazzle™ TV Photo Show, a 
simple-to-use product that bringsyour 
digital photos to your living room to share 
with family and friends. 

In just minutes, youcangofrom snapping 
a photo to viewing it full screen on yourlV. 

You can even rotate, zoom and pan 
images- orsee them in an automatic slide 
show. 




And formore versatility, you can also connectlV Photo Show to yourcomputer 
as a removable drive. Once the images a re on yourcomputer, you can print, 
e-mail orarchive them. 
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Setting up TV Photo Show 

"The TV Photo Show package includesthe following: 

• TV Photo Show power supply 

• Video cable 

• Remote control 

• TV Photo Show user 1 sgu id e 

Setting up TV Photo Show isquickand easy - just plug in the connectionsand 
you're ready to go. "The rest of this chapter details setting up to view photoson 
yourTV. See Chapter 3 for instructions on using it with your computer.

Here isan illustration of the complete connections required. We'll go through 
each step individually with more detailed instructions on the following pages. 




Step 1: Connect TV Photo Show to your TV 

Plug the largerend of the video cable into the yellow VIDEO IN connectoron 
the front or back of your tele vision, then plug the smallerend into the VIDEO 
connectoron the backof TV Photo Show. 
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Note: Some older TVs do not have RCA Video In connectors. They use 
coaxial cable instead (you'll know that you have one if the video 
cable plug doesn't fit). 



In that case, you will need to connect through an RF modulator 
(not included with TV Photo Show). You can purchase an RF 
modulatorand cable from yourlocal electronics store. 

Follow the instructions included with the RF modulator to connect it to 
yourTV. Then plug the largerend of the video cable into the yellow 
VIDEO IN connectoron the RF modulator, and plug the smallerend into 
the VIDEO connectoron the backof TV Photo Show. Set yourTV to the 
channel thatyou set the RF modulator (usually 3 or4). 
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Step 2: Connect the power 

Connect the powersupply to TV Photo Show's DC IN socket and then plug the 
AC adapter into an electric outlet. 
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Step 3: Turn on TV Photo Show 

On the side of the "TV Photo Show unit: 



• Slide the POWER switch to ON. Checkthat the green light on the front 
of TV Photo Show comes on, ensuring that it is receiving power. 
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Step 4: Install the remote's batteries 

"The remote control requirestwo AA batteries (included with TV Photo Show). 

1. Slide open the battery compartment cover on the backof the remote. 

2. Insert two new batteries, making sure the -+/- electrodes a re facing the 
properdirection (see the diagram inside the battery compartment). 

3. Slide the battery compartment cover back, clicking it shut. 

Note: When you use the remote control, rememberto point it at the front 
of the TV Photo Show unit, notattheW. It'sthe unit itself that 
signals the commands to the TV.

Step 5: Insert your memory card 

Afteryou've taken photoswith yourdigital camera, you need to remove the 
memory card according to your camera's instructions. TV Photo Show works 
with SmartMedia ™ (3.3V only), CompactFlash™ and Microdrive™ cards. 

Move the visor door on the front of TV Photo Show to reveal the appropriate 
memory card slot. Tie slot on the top accommodatesa SmartMedia card, 
while the bottom slot fits a CompactFlash or Microdrive card. 



2. Position the card in the correct direction. 

• A CompactFlash orMicrodrive card needs 
to be positioned with the a mow on the card 
facing down. 

• Position a CompactFlash card with the 
bottom ridge and side notches facing up. 

• A SmartMedia card (3.3V only) needsto be 
inserted with the notch positioned in the top 
left comer (the gold contacts must be 
facing down). 

3. Then slide the card all the way into the 
appropriate slot (it will click into place). 

Note: Ihe slot is designed to accept the card only if you insert it in the 
correct direction. If the card does not slide in easily, checkthat 
you are positioning it properly - do not force it into the slot. If you 
force the card into the slot improperly, you will cause damage to 
the card. 
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Step 6: Setup your TV 

1. Turn on yourTV. 

2. Set yourTV to the appropriate video input source. Note that television 
manufacturers handle this differently, so there are several options. You will 
know that you have set it up correctly when the TV Photo Show introduction 
screensand main menu appear. 

You can check the manual that came with yourTV for detailed information, 
or: 

• YourTV orTV'sremote control may have a TV/VCR, TV/VIDEO, SOURCE 
or INPUTbutton that changesthe video input. Press that button to 
switch between the available video inputs. If your remote has more 
than one of these buttons, try them all. 

• If you don't have these buttons, yourTV may have a channel called 
LINE (frequently found before Channel 2). Click through your TV's 
channels until you find it. 

3. TV Photo Show then displays an introduction screen, followed by a menu of 
choicesasexplained in the following chapter. 
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Chapter 2: Using TV Photo Show 

with Your TV 



Sit back in yourfavorite chairand get ready to control yourown TV slide show 
of your favorite photos. All you need to navigate is the remote control included 
with TV Photo Show. 

Notice how easy it is to use the remote. Each task ha sits own clearly identified 
button for quick selection. 

Note: Rememberto point the remote at the front of the TV Photo Show unit, 
not at the TV. It'sthe unit itself that signals the comma ndsto the TV. 

When you start up TV Photo Show, you see an introductory screen, followed by 
a menu screen. You have three optionson the menu: to view your photos, 
change the language, orchange the card. 
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Changing the language 

"The menus and messages in TV Photo 
Show are available in several different 
languages. 

lb change the language: 

1. On the Main Menu, press the down 
arrow to move the arrow beside the 
Select Language option. 

2. Press OKto select it.

3. A screen appears, showing your 
language options. Use the arrows to move the arrow beside the language 
you prefer. Then pressOK. 

4. This returns you to the Main Menu, which will now be in yourchosen 
language. 
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Changing your card 

"Thisoption allows you to insert and work with a different memory card. You 
should also choose thisoption wheneveryou are leaving TV Photo Show and 
need to remove your memory card. 

Note: If you unexpectedly pull out the memory card, you risk damaging the 
card and losing some of your photos. 

lb change your card: 

1. On the Main Menu, select the Change Card option. 

2. A message appears, telling you that it is safe to remove your memory card 
and replace it with a new one. 

3. When you do insert the new memory card, TV Photo Show starts up again, 
displaying the introductory screens and then the Main Menu. 
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Viewing the photos on your c a id 



1. On the Main Menu, choose the View Photoson Card menu option by 
positioning the a mow next to that option and pressing the OKbutton.

Your card has 9 photos (25% full) 



2. The following screen appears, displaying your photos in a smaller version, 
called thumbnails. 
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This format displays up to 12 of your 
photosat once. This a Hows you to 
quickly scan the photos on your 
memory card to choose one to 
view full size, manipulate or remove. 

Notice that a white borderframes 
one photo in the set; this is the 
currently selected photo. Use the 
arrow buttons to move that border 
until it frames the photo that you 
want to select. 




[OK] to View Ptoto [CANCEL] for Main. Menu 



If there are more than 12 photoson yourcard, you can use the arrow 
buttons to scroll to more photos, or press the Ptevand Next buttons to 
display the next set of 12 photos. 

Note: To return to this thumbnail version of your photos later, press the 
Thumbnail button. To return to the main menu, press Cancel. 
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3. Press OK or View when the white border frames the photo you want to view. 

4. The photo appears full screen on your TV. You now have several options: 

• Continue to view your photos one by one in full size by pressing the Next 
and Rev buttons. "This is an easy way to control a slide show. 

• Rotate, zoom or pan your photos for a different view (explained in the 
following section). 

• View your photos in an automatic slide show by pressing the Slide Show 
button (see page 2-12 for details). 

• Return to the thumbnails view to choose another photo by pressing the 
Thumbnail button. 

• Return to the main menu by pressing Cancel. 
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Working with a photo 



You can do more than simply view your photo, though. You can also rotate it 
orzoom in to see the action more closely and then pan across the photo. 

Rotate 

You can rotate your photo either left or right, in 90-degree increments. This is 
especially helpful forvertical photosthat you took by turning yourcamera 
sideways. 
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lb rotate: 

1. Select the photo so that you are viewing it full size on the screen. 

2. Press the Rotate Left or Rotate Right button to tum the photo 90 degrees. 

3. Continue to press the appropriate Rotate button until the photo is in the 
position you want. 

Note: When you see this photo later in the thumbnail display, it will still appear 
as it was originally, before you rotated it. However, it has indeed been 
rotated and will appearso when you view it again in full size. 

If you have changed your memory card to be write-pro tec ted, the 
rotating will only affect the photo while you are viewing it. When you 
return to the photo later, it will appear as it did originally, since you 
cannot write that change to the card. 
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Zoom/ Ran 



Fora close-up view of the action, you can use the Zdoiti In button, making the 
subject appearto be closer. Each time that you press Zdoiti In, a portion of the 
photo becomes larger. You can press it several times to get to the size that you 
want. Of course, you can likewise zoom out, but only if you have already 
zoomed in. 

Note: Zbom affects photo quality. As you zoom in more and more, the photo 
will appearto be blurrieron yourlV screen. However, thisdoes not 
affect your original photo on your memory card. 
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When you have zoomed in on a photo, part of it is obviously not showing on the 
screen. You can then use the arrow buttons to move the photo (pan across it) 
so that you centerthe action on the screen. 

lb zoom and pan: 

1. Select the photo so that you are viewing it full size on the screen. 

2. Press the Zoom In and Zoom Out buttons to zoom. 

3. When zoomed in, you can press the arrow buttons to pan in that direction. 

Note: Ihe zoom and pan featuresare not cropping tools- they only affect 

the photo while you are viewing it. When you return to the photo later, 
it will a p pear as it did originally. 
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Viewing a slide show 



You can easily view your photos automatically by pressing the Slide Show 
button. TV Photo Show then automatically displays each photo full screen in 
sequence, beginning with the first photo that you select. Each slide dissolves 
with a special effect that occurs randomly. 

Although each photo appearson yourscreen automatically, you can still 
control the pace by pressing the Nextand Ptev buttons. You can also pause 
by pressing the Slide Show orView button. An icon then appears in the lower 
right come r of the screen to remind you that you have paused. Press the Slide 
Show button again to restart the show. 

When it reachesthe end, the slide show will start overso that you can show a 
continuous loop of your photos. To stop the slide show, press the Thumbnail 
button. To return to the main menu, press Cancel. 

Note: Some photostake longerto display on the screen and in those 
instances there will be a longerdelay. 
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Videotaping a slide show 

In addition to showing yourphotoson yourTV, you can also videotape that 
showing. Now you can share your photos with family and friends by giving 
them a videotape copy that they, in turn, can show on theirown television. "This 
gives you another media form in which to store your digital memories. 

lb videotape a slide show: 

1. Connect yourVCRto yourTV asusual. 

2. To add TV Photo Show, plug the larger end of the video cable to the yellow 
VIDEO IN connector on the front or back of your VCR, then plug the smaller 
end to the VIDEO connectoron the backof TV Photo Show. 

Note: Some older VCRs do not have RCA VIDEO IN connectors. They 
use coaxial cable instead (you'll know that you have one if the 
video cable plug doesn't fit). 

In that case, you will need to connect through an RF modulator 
(not included with TV Photo Show). You can purchase an RF 
modulator and cable from your local electronics store. 
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Follow the instructions included with the RF modulatorto connect it 
to yourVCR. "Then plug the largerend of the video cable to the 
yellow VIDEO IN connectoron the RF modulator, and plug the 
smallerend to the VIDEO connectoron the backof TV Photo Show. 
Set yourlV to the channel that you set the RF modulator (usually 3 
or4). 

3. Set your VCR to record. 

4. Watch your slide show on the TV, according to the instructions in the 
"Viewing a slide show" section of this chapter. 
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Deleting a photo 

You can delete a photo from your memory card. Once you have done so, it is 



permanently gone, so be sure, 
lb delete a photo: 

1. You can delete a photo from eitherthe 
Thumbnail screen or when viewing it full 
size. Select the photo to delete by 
using the aitowkeysto move the 
highlight borderto the photo you wish 
to remove. 

2. Press the Delete button.

3. You have one more chance to keep yourphoto. Ihisscreen appears, 
showing the photo that you chose, to make sure it is the one you want to 
delete. 

4. To keep yourphoto, press the Cancel button. To remove the photo, pressthe 
anowkeyto select "Remove." Then press OK

Turning off TV Photo Show 

If you are done with TV Photo Show forthe moment, but expect to use it again 
soon, press the Powerbutton on the remote control, leaving everything else 
connected. You will see the message "Please Wait. Goodbye!" When you are 
ready to use TV Photo Show again, press Rowerand it will start again. 

When you are done using TV Photo Show forsome time, shut it down asjust 
explained. Ihen you can slide the switch on the side of the unit to OFF. 
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Removing your memory card 



Always tum TV Photo Show off with the Power button as explained above 
before removing your memory card. If you pull the card out unexpectedly, you 
risk damaging your card and losing the photos on it. 

To remove a CompactFlash or IBM Microdrive card, press the Eject button to 
the right of the card slot on the TV Photo Show unit, then pull the card straight 
out of its slot. 

To remove a SmartMedia card, pull it straight out of its slot. It doesnot have an 
Eject button. 

Note: Remove the memory card from yourTV Photo Show unit when not in 
use or when you are transporting the unit. 
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Chapter 3: Using TV Photo Show 

with Your C omputer 



Introduction 

You can also connectTV Photo Show to your computer. When you do so, it 
becomes a removable drive that works like any other, so that you can store 
images, send them via e-mail, print them orformat your memory card. TV 
Photo Show works on a PC computer running Windows (98SE, ME, 2000 orXP) or 
on a Macintosh computer running Mac OS8.6, 9.xorX. 

Note: You must purchase a USB cable in orderto connectTV Photo Show 

with yourcomputer. This USB cable must have a USB Type A connector 
on one end and a USB Type B connectoron the other. 
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Setting up TV Photo Show 

Connecting TV Photo Show to yourcomputer iseven simplerthan it wasto 
connect it to your television. Referto Chapter 1 for detailed illustrations of the 
connections to the unit. 

1. Connect the powersupply to TV Photo Show's DC IN socket and then plug 
the AC adapter into an electric outlet. 

2. Plug one end of the USB cable (USB Type A connector) into an available USB 
port on yourcomputer, then plug the otherend (USB Type B connector) into 
the USB port on the back of TV Photo Show. Your computer can be running 
while you do this. 

3. On the side of the TV Photo Show unit, slide the POWER switch to ON. 
Checkthat the green light on the front of TV Photo Show comeson, ensuring 
that it is receiving power. 

4. If you are running Windows 98SE, you must install a separate driver. This is 
available asa free download on the www.dazzle.com web site. You will 
also find instructions the re for installing the driver. If you are running the 2000, 
MEorXP operating system, it will work automatically without a driver. 

5. Insert your memory card into the TV Photo Show unit. 
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Using TV Photo Show 

Now that it is connected to your computer, you can access your digital photos 
on the memory card just as you would access files on a floppy disk or CD-ROM. 
TV Photo Show appearsasa removable device on yoursystem. You can drag 
and drop files or even format your memory card. 

lb access your files 

1. On a PC: 

• Go to the icon "My Computer on your desktop and double-click on it. 

• After a few seconds, you will see a "Removable Disk" icon appear with 
a newly assigned drive letter. 

On a Macintosh, the icon will appear automatic ally on yourdesktop. 

2. Double-click on the icon to open the drive. 

3. The content of your media card is listed on the screen. Now you can use 
yourcomputerto manipulate, alter, organize and/orrename imagesthat 
will be stored on the card foreventua I viewing on TV. 
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Removing your memory card 

It's important to make sure that the computer is not busy before you eject your 
memory card. If the comp uteris in the middle of writing information, for 
example, you risk damaging the card and losing the photos on it. 

Before removing your c a id: 

1. Do not remove the card while your computer is a sleep. First wake up your 
computerand then remove the card. 

2. Close any memory card filesthat you have open. 

3. If you are running Windows, you can then simply remove the memory card. 
If you are using Windows98SE, ME, 2000 orXP, right click on the removable 
drive and select Eject. If you are using a Macintosh, eject or unmount your 
memory card by dragging the card'sdiskicon into the trash. 
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Disconnecting TV Photo Show 

When you are done working with TV Photo Show on your computer, you can 
disconnect the unit. Make sure that you take out the memory card before 
transporting the unit anywhere. 

lb disconnect TV Photo Show: 

1. Close all of the files on the card. 

2. Check that the light on the front of the TV Photo Show unit is not blinking. It 
blinks when it is accessing files. 

3. If you are using Windows98SE, ME, 2000 orXP, right click on the removable 
drive and select Eject. If you are using a Macintosh, eject or unmount your 
memory card by dragging the card's disk icon into the trash. 

4. Unplug the USB connector cable. 

5. Slide the switch on the side of TV Photo Show to OFF. 

6. Remove your memory card from TV Photo Show. To remove a 
CompactFlash or IBM Microdrive card, press the Eject button to the right of 
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the card slot on the TV Photo Show unit, then pull the card straight out of its 
slot. To remove a SmartMedia card, pull it straight out of its slot. It doesnot 
have an Eject button. 



Chapter 4: Troubleshooting 



The TV Photo Show screen didn't appear after I connected 
everything. 

• Check that the green light is lit on the front of the TV Photo Show unit. If it is 
not, checkthat the power isconnected correctly and the powerswitch on 
the side of the unit is turned to ON. 

• Make sure that yourTV is set to the correct video input. To do this, tum on 
both yourTV and TV Photo Show, and then press the button on yourTV orTV 
remote control that changesthe video input source. Ihis button could be 
called TV/Video, Input, Source orTV/AV. 

If yourTV doesn't have these buttons, it may have a channel called LINE 
(frequently found before Channel 2). Clickthrough yourTV'schannelsuntil 
you find it. 

■ You may have inserted the memory card incorrectly. CompactFlash and 

Microdrive cards must have the arrow side facing down. SmartMedia cards 
(3.3V SmartMedia only) must have the gold contacts facing down. 
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Some of my photos didn't show up. 

• TV Photo Show reads J PEG files - the most common file format used for digital 
cameras. Your photos may be in a format that TV Photo Show cannot 
display, such as grayscale J PEG s, CMYK, BMP, GIF, EPS, TIFF or other non- 
typical settings. If this is the case, you might be able to convert them to a 
compatible J PEG file format on a computer. 

• Yourphoto might have a resolution greater than 5 megapixels. TV Photo 
Show supports up to 5 megapixels. 

• There may be a problem with your memory card, perhaps caused by 
physical damage orheat. 

• Make sure there are imageson your memory card - that it is not empty. 

• You may have inserted the memory card incorrectly. CompactFlash and 
Microdrive cards must have the arrow side facing down. SmartMedia cards 
must have the gold contacts facing down. 

• You may be trying to use a 5V SmartMedia card. TV Photo Show does not 
support 5V SmartMedia cards. 
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The remote doesn't seem to be working. 

• Checkthat the batteries were inserted in the right direction and thatthey are 
fresh. 

• Make sure you are pointing the remote directly at the front of the TV Photo 
Show unit, not at the TV, and that there is nothing blocking the path. 

• Move a little closer to TV Photo Show. You need to be within 16 feet (5 meters) 
orso. 

Photos ate loading very slowly. 

• Your photos may be of a higher resolution than necessary. Since the photos will 
be shown on TV, TV Photo Show only requires VGA-level resolution of 640x480. 
Try setting yourdigital camera to a lower resolution mode when snapping 
photosto use with TV Photo Show. 

The zoom out feature doesn't work. 

• Make sure you zoom in first, then you can zoom out. 
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The pan feature doesn't work. 

• You can only pan when part of the photo is off the screen. So you must zoom 
in before you can do so. 

I rotated a photo but it is not rotated in the thumbnail view. 

• No problem. When you view it full-size again it will appear rotated. 

The video cable plug doesn't fit into any of my TV's soc kets./ 
My TV doesn't have an RCA Video In jac k. 

• Some olderTVsdo not have RCA Video In connectors. Instead, you'll need to 
connect with an RF modulator (not included with TV Photo Show). You can 
purchase an RF modulator and cable from your local electronics store. 
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I know I have more than 12 photos on my caid but I can't find them. 

• If you have more than 12 photos on a card, the first screen of the thumbnail 
view will only show 12 photos. Be sure to use the arrow button to view ajj your 
photoson subsequent screens. 

I've mistakenly deleted a photo fiom my memory caid. 

• If you delete a photo from the memory card (you get two chances to keep it) 
then it is gone permanently. 

IV Photo Show isn't working as a removable drive on my computer. 

• TV Photo Show operatesasa removable drive on PCs running Windows 98SE, 
ME, 2000 orXP and on Macsrunning Mac OS8.6, 9.XorX. Make sure you are 
using one of these operating systems. Note: if you are using Windows 98SE you 
must install a separate driverthat isavailable at www.dazzle.com. 
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The Windows 98 driver won't install. 

• We support the Windows 98 second edition only, not the first edition. (The driver 
will not install on the Windows 95 version since you can't run TV Photo Show on 
that system, orthe 2000, ME orXP operating systems, since they don't require 
the driver.)
